SIXTY-SIX -LIVES LOST. 


8 a. m.—Indications, today-were that 


sixty-six persona lost. thoir lives in tlie 
trestle wreck .on the ejectric line of the 
West Jersey and Seashore railroad Sun- 
day. It is known.that there were nine- 
ty-one passengers on'the.'ill fated train. 
Twenty-five have bew' acaountert for, 
leaving sixty-six 
unaccounted for and

; GROWS MORB .APPALLING.

As the details of yesterday's terrible 


work on the electric line of the West 
Jersey.and Seashore railroad1 developed 
during the night tho disaster became 
more appalling. The total number of 
persons whose lives were snuffed out al- 
most instantly'is probably sixty-six with 
ready a score injured, several of whom 
it -is thought will' die. Forty-eight bod- 
ies already have been brought to the 
Burfaoc. •: There -were,.ninety-ono persons 
on tho'.-train, fifteen-passes and seventy- 
six fares. Twcnty-flv'e'.of 
this ninnlier 


liavc been accounted for which with the 
bodies recovered, .bring th'o total to sev- 
enty-three. 
This leaves .eighteen not ac- 


counted for and who,, are supposed to 
have-been drowned; .

MAY NEVER BE FOUND. 


It is'possible that some of them may 


never be found as it i? the belief of the 
'.divers that some of t)ie bodies floated 
through the broken windows'1 aid ^Yere 
carried away by the swift current out 
into'the Atlantic. At police headquar- 
ters this Morning.it was stated that the 
effects found* on bodies were not sum- 
.cient' to permit of identification of more 
thin six and,thai identification will have

DRAW FAILED..TO WORK. 


•The wreck occurred at the drawbridge 


which spats the Thorougjifare, 'a small 
Waterway about one miles outside of this 
city, just on the eastern edgC' of the 
Mendows, and was. directly • due to tha 
draw failing to work prop'erly. The fish- 
ing schooner Sinbad, which was recently 
wrecked, oil Winter.Quarter Shonls lijjlit, 
a short distance . from the Delawarti 
breakwater, had just passed through the 
draw. Tho schooner yens entering the 
draw, the trnin hove in sight oi;d start- 
ed across the Meadow from the' direction 
of Ploasantville. 


TWO CARS WENT. OVER. 


Before the draw ha3 swung into posi- 


tion the three cars, .which were running 
at a high rate of speed, dashed onto the 
trestle. .With a lurch the 'forward car 
left the rails and dashed into the guard 
rail, the other two 'cars following. At 
the.point where the cars jumped the 
track', the top of.^tho trestle is nearly 
twenty feet high'!' The first 'two car* 
were instantly .aubmcrge'd: 
But 
the 


third car of the train caught on an nbut- 
mo'nt and remained suspended. It was 
this car'from;whioh nearly all of the in- 
jured escaped.

The news of tha'-.djsjtstor was quickly 


telegraphed, to thjs city, and. in-Jess than 
an tour, the work »f rescue had been be- 


"un. At the time of the accident, the 
tide which rises about ten feet, was run- 
ning in and the work of the divers was 
necessarily slow. 


VICTIMS PACKED 'AT ENDS. 


It was not till several hours later that 


the divers were able to make any prog- 
ress. Then the awful evidences of tho 
disaster became more apparent. Wlicn 
the two cars struck the. bottom 6£ tlio 
waterway they stood almost on end. and 
the first man to descend rep'orted that 
the victims were packed in the lower 
end* of the submerged ears too. tifil'tly 
that ;t was difficult to move them. 


TRAIN USED AS' A MORGUE. 


One by one the bodies were carried to 


a waiting train and laid side by side, 
later to be borne to the city and placed 
in the Empire theater, which-was presn- 
ed into service as a temporary morgue. 
Thousands of persons quickly gathered 
at the scene of disaster, and.a score of 
boats surrounded !• :the spot- 'where the 
cars disappeared, but they, were unable 
to render, any aid, and. could only.awnit 
the.arrival orfho'divers!11;

LOSES WIFE AND CHILDREN. 


At the morgue the scenes were pathet- 


ic, persons who had friends on the ill- 
fated cars crowded about the room and 
with difficulty restrained from forcing 
their way into the building. One of the 
most heartrending incidents was furnish- 
ed by Frederick' Benickert, who lost his 
entire family—a wife and two children. 
Beniekert Vas not informed of the acci- 
dent until too late to, catch a train, and 
lie hurried here in an automobile. When 
he saw the bodies of his wife and two 
little boys lying side by side on the floor 
Benickert collapsed. Benickert had in- 
tended to come to Atlantic City with-his 
family yesterday, but was unable to get 
away. 


Walter Scott the motorman was killed 


because of his anxiety to spend a part of 
the day with his wife here. It was 
Scott's custom to run only as far as 
Millville, but yesterday he swapped runs 
with another motorman and his death 
was the result. 


ONLY SEES THEIR CORPSES. 


Dr. Rudders and his wife were on their 


way to this 'city to purchase a cottafie 
and intended visiting Mrs. Gorman, the 
doctor's sister-in-law, who resides in this 
city. The latter was at tlie station 
waiting for the arirval of the doctor and 
his wife, and when she learned of the ac- 
cident the woman collapsed. The bodies 
of the doctor and his wife were-among 
the last brought in from the wreck. 


DIVERS COMPELLED TO STOP. 


Prosecutor Albertson, Coroner Gaskill, 


Captain Woodruff and Chief ' of Police 
Maxwell superintended the removal of 
the bodies from the scene of the disaster. 
As each body was brought to the surface 
,it was searched and the effects were tak- 
en in charge by Captain Woodruff. The 
valuables were placed in packages which 
were numbered and a number correspond- 
ing was placed on the body. The divers 
were as completely exhausted by their 
continued work an/1 were compelled to 
suspend operations a short time before 
daybreak.' The work was particularly 
arduous because the wrecking crews, 
which had been summoned to the scene 
of the accident,;were unable to raise tlio 
submerged cars. The huge derrick which 
was run out upon the long trestle with 
tho added weight of the wrecked cars 
suspended from the crane was more than 
the bridge would sustain and it was fear- 
ed the stress would cause it to collapse. 


An attempt was made to cut the first 


and second'cars assunder and lift a sin- 
gle car out of the water, but the casts 
broke at the first, attempt and on the 
second .the already twisted car buckled. 


TO EXTRICATE BODIES. 


The attemts to.lift the coaches were 


then temporarily abandoned and .all ef- 
forts were directed toward getting the 
bodies of the victims out-of the. wreck- 
age.-When it is certain there arj no 
move bodies in the tangled and twisted 


coaches they will be broken up and pull- 
ed ashore. 


General Manager W. W. Atterbury, of 


the Pennsylvania 
Railroad company, 


which company owns the line on which 
the accident occurred, is here, but thus 
far has declined to make any statement 
with reference to the wreck. He inti- 
mated that a statement might be. looked 
for later in the day. 


THOUSANDS IN BIG RUSH 


Dash Into New Reservation

morning thousands of men were prepar- 
ed for the dash into the Walker Lake In- 
dian reservation although the signal 'for 
the start was not to bo-given until noon.

Raymond, Political Prophet, Gives 


the Republicans a Majority or 44 


to Next House as Against 112 


at the Present Time. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—A week from 


Tuesday there will be elections in forty- 
two states and three territories. Ore- 


gon, Maine, and Vermont have already 
elected state officers and 
members of 


congress. In twenty-three of the states 
a governor and other state officers (in 
twenty of them also a legislature); in 
ten, minor state officers pr justices of 
the1 supreme court; in two, congressmen 
.and a legislature, and in seven, congresa- 
Tneri 'only, are to be elected, Oklahoma is 
-to 'vote on a state constitution, and Ari- 
zona and New Mexico on joint state- 
hood., . 
' The' terms of thirty United States sen- 
ators—fifteen Democrats and fifteen-Re- 
publicans—expire March 3, 1907. Vir- 
'giiiia, Louisiana', Mississippi, Kentucky, 
and Arkansas have already selected Dem- 
ocrats, and Georgia has a legislature 
which will elect another, while Maine 
and Oregon have legislatures which in- 
sure the return of Republicans.' Of the 
twenty-two states in which is to be chos- 
en a legislature that will elect United 
States senators, fourteen are now rep- 
resented in the senate by Republicans 
and eight by Democrats. 


A national house of representatives is 


to be elected; the sixtieth congress, -with 
380; membisvsv The pretuavt iouie.-is.com-' 
posed of 250 Republicans and 136 Demo- 
crat»r.:i*&ciam han> jJr«uly-.ale«J$d,. four 
Republicans, Oregon two, ahd^Tennont 
two." 


FUSION IN ONE STATE. 


There is fusion only in one state—Ne- 


braska—where the Democrats and Pop- 
ulists agreed upon a division of the state 
nominations, though in several other 
states the Republican or 
Democratic 


candidates 
for state offices hava been 


nominated or indorsed by one or more 
of the minor parties. 
r -As usual, there is one state ticket— 
the 
Democratic—in South 
Carolina, 


Pennsylvania leads this year with.:the 
greatest- number of 
state tickets-r-, 


twelve. Parties are numerous, those 
having tickets in the field being Inde- 
pendence 
league, 
citizens', common- 


wealth, city, 
referendum, 
Jefferson, 


American, anti-administration Republi- 
can, reorganized Republican, and Lincoln 
Republican.

The socialists have tickets in twenty- 


five states,' the Prohibitionists in twen- 
ty-three, Socialist Labor in 'seven, Pop- 
ulists or People's in four, and the Inde- 
pendence league in three, while "public 
ownership" has a ticket in one state. 


The Socialists and.Prohibitionists have 


nominated candidates 
for 
congress in 


many districts, and in others labor un- 
ions or federations have indorsed Dem- 
ocrats or Republicans who ar£ believed 
to be favorable to their cause. 


RAYMOND'S PROGNOSTICATION.

Few people doubt the election of Gov. 


Cummins in Iowa. In Rhode Island the 
Republicans expect to, elect their gov- 
ernor, and the principal interest centers 
in a triangular fight in which a United 
Sta'tBB senatorial seat is the prize, of 
the victor. 


In Idahp there is a bitter struggle, the 


outcome of which no man can reason- 
ably estimate. Gov. Gooding is being 
opp'osed by the union, labor element, and 
at the same time the Mormon issue has 
been sprung for. nil own benefit b'y Un- 
ited States- Senator Dubois/so that the 
outcome is a mystery, in spite of the fact 
that the administration is taking a hand 
•in'the fight^and Secretory Taft goes out 
there to make a speech or two. 


REPUBLICANS. APPREHENSIVE. 


.This is one. .of the reasons which in- 


duce Republicans .to believe .that they 
will sustain a widespread loii.- One oth- 


er reason.,is the fact- that everywhere 
throughout .the country occidental-Re- 
publican congressmen were elected•:• be- 
cause of the unexpected Roosevelt -wave 
which swept'all the northern and border 
states. Republican managers expect and 
.Democratic leaders are confident that all 
of these-accidental statesmen; will be Re- 
tired to private lifa' with their present 
term in office. ". : 


In Raymond's table the Republicans 


arc given 215 congressmen as a result of 
the elections this fall, while., the Demo- 
crats are given 171. This is against 249 
Republicans and 137 Democrats in the 
last congress,

The present' majority 
is much too 


large to suit Republican managers. They 
groaned inwardly when they received the 
final returns two years ago, for they 
knew they had a white elephant on their 
hands, and the result showed that their 
fears were fully justified. The Republi- 
can strength broke up and literally was 
split into fragments again and again, 
and neither the speaker nor the old 
heads of .the'house, nor the authority of 
x party caucus, could bring.the bolters 
into line. 
LEADERS EAGER FOR REDUCTION. 
Leaders on the Republican side would 


be quite satisfied, fio far as the manage- 
ment of the house is concerned, with a 
good .working majority.of about.thirty.' 
They would not be frightened1 if it went 
down to twenty-five, and they could do 
business expcditiously wiht-only twenty. 
Below 'that figure; they would' consider 
the party had touched the danger, line, 
and that the "result was significant of 
disaster in the national election two 
years hence.,

Most of the estimates of the result 


now give a Republican majority of from 
thirty-five to forty-five. There is scarce- 
,ly any doubt at all that they will con- 
trol the house. If they do not it will bo 
because of an unexpected political land- 
slide, of which at the present .time there 
seems to be no • indication.

PARENTS BURIED HERE.

Mound cemetery. After their- death he 
left .Racine in 1876, returning . six years 
later for a -snort visit. Since that time, 
the old Racine man has not been in the 
city until today. His present visit here 
is for the purpose of visiting the graves 
of his father and mother in Mound cem- 
etery, and for renewing his acquaintance 
with some of the old settlers. Many of 
those for whom ha inquired immediately 
after arriving here have died, others 
have moved away, but there are still 
many, with whom the present lumber 
merchant played as children.

If the issue is in fact what some nre 


saying it is and what some platforms 
omphathize, 
between 
Roosevelt 
and 


Bryan, tho results can not bo doubtful. 
Tho verdict is lor Roosevelt. But there 
is a far greater issue than that between 
any party representatives and that is- 
sue, is as' between on« party and an- 
other representing and advocating dis- 
tinct issues.

He is just a 
straight out Ropublican, a man of splen- 
did ability, and one who so loves his 
country he ever has the courage to act 
in its interests even if party presumable- 
interests oppose.

Roosevelt the man and great American, 
is both. Bryan admittedly, too, a great 
American, is not both. 


Which of tho two men combine those 


qualities, Americans generally so greatly 
admire? In every particular, every .es- 
sential, Theodore Roosevelt is typical. 
He never fails the people. Bryan does 
not gather the great popular approval in 
this sense and in his course it is the pol- 
ities oi it rather than its' rightfullness 
and correctness. Eliminating every vest- 
ige of party doctrines and on National 
issues and upon events concerning the 
Nation, entirely separated from the pol- 
itics of it, and as between Theodore 
Roosevelt and "William Jennings Bryan,' 
by u commanding majority of the voters 
Theodore Roosevelt will win out. 


It is therefore upon these lines that 


Republicans and Democrats go to polit- 
ical battle this November. The strife 
will be to control the next congress, and 
no Republican will permit his personal 
feelings to enter into an alliance which 
will prevent him from voting for his 
party nomination. If tho next congress 
is Democratic or with a paralyzed Re- 
publican majority, it will not only be 
the condemnation of Roosevelt, but of 
Republicanism as well.

red upon corporations without money 
and without price. A right that has been 
abominably misused and is. being so 
abominably misused today. 


Public owned, that is to say public 


operation of the 
railroads 
especially, 


means considerable to over the million 
of people employed on them. It means 
very much to thousands of valuable and 
trained men necessary (or successful op- 
erating, to trained men in every de- 
partment down to efficiency 
with the 


plain pick and shovel. The working men 
iu all railroad departments including the. 
men employed at the stations, are now 
beginning to realize whut the Bryan- 
llearst programme really means. It 
means their places will not be worth a 
silver dime, some of them may be able 
to keep them, but the majority will be 
uncertain. 
\Vith politics in the saddle 


and with the admitted means at hand- to 
beat the civil service, with political ef- 
ficiency instead of the real sort, it is 
confessed even by some of the advocates 
of government-owned management, that 
with.this in force, the political party in.

The-triith"is bur tariff needs adjustment 
all around. The country thirsts for no 
tariff'war, for these are unprofitable, but 
the country does want a tariff that can 
meet conditions better than the present 
one. A tariff to instantly meet any con- 
ditions adyancod'by * foreign country as 
of: late Germany, and Japan in discrim- 
inating duties'against onr goods. 


We are told we are -weak in our con- 


sular resources 'in the far east. The 
work' is so heavy the consuls have no 
time to study conditions as they should 
while other nations carefully look up 
these matters and lose no opportunity; to 
get in ahead of us. Foreign countries 
are not only paying much and closer 
attention to their consular service, but 
they are further paying far'closer at- 
tention than do, we to nictating the na- 
tive wants. 
Strict attention is paid to

Karnes started .to prevent the selling of 
liquor to minors and the gambling of 
children in sRloons. A man met Karaea 
on the street and threatened to whip 
him, .but Kurnes doubled up his fist and 
shook it in the face of the man who re- 
treated.
